Mr. M- 
loft here on the 18th of April for tha digginns— 
visited Auilor, Williams' Grouse and Lowheo 
Creeks— and alter 8eTcr.il ineffectual attempts to 
prospect, returns on account of the scarcity of 
proTiiioni. He says the country is all right— tliai 
the difegings'-are there without mistake; but hs- 
linves that people have gone up too soon. On 
AVilli ims' Creok, at Steele's clalw','' be MW^ » 
shovel of dirt vvfwlied out from which was ob- 
tained as much coarse gold as he could hold in the 
boil'om'of his hand ! and liis is not a lady's lini.d by 
any means. On Keitliloy's Creek, and at the 
Forks of (Jiiesncile, several ooinpanies of miners 
had worked all winter getting out 'lumber and put- 
Ing in flumes and had just got ready to work, when 
the water suddenly roRo and swept everything olf 
These miners h.id been supplied with goods on 
credit tx the Forks during the winter, and upon 
repairinic thither after a fresh supply wore refused 
credit. Two stores were at once broken open and 
the owners compelled to sell on orodit, the miners 
dictating a uniform price, vi^ : 60 cents per pound 
for aour and other articles in proportion. 'Elbe 
weather was very cold when Mr. Mitchell Uft 
Monntaiii on the hard erust of the snow. For sev- 
fcSrlbob, on tha 11th ins!., and he crossed the Bald 
eral days before that date, however, great difficulty 
had been experienced in crossing owing to the 
slushy stito of the trail. Ice formed two i iches 
thiolt on the night of the 13th.
